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Readers Retort 


Editer: State Hernet, 

In the Board of Directors meet 
ing of April 16, it was announcer 
that principals of local hig} 
schools had been seri letters, di 
recting attention to disturbances 
caused by high school stuGents, i: 
the SSc library. 

Further, certain other solution: 
to this problem are now bein; 
considered and may be implemen. 
ted by the time this letter is pub 
lished. I wish to address my com- 
ments to these proposed remedies 

In order to gain entrance to the 
library, a high school student may 
be forced to:.. 

(1) secure, from one of his 
teachers, a letter or note as testa 
ment to the need of the student tc 
utilize library facilities for some 
assignment, 

(2) receive, from the high school 
librarian, a note or letter certify- 
ing that the material or facilities 
the student needs to utilize may be 
found nowhere in the school's own 
library and that access to Sacra- 
mento State’s library is necessary 

(3) obtain, a letter or note as 
testament to the student's ability 
to conduct himself in a civil man- 
ner. 

In effect, therefore, these pro 
pesals would demand that the 
student wade through a delightful 
pile of red tape, meanwhile jeo- 
pardizing the reputation of his 
teachers and principal, in order 
to achieve the honor of gazing 
upon the Masters Theses of our 
alumni. 

One must not take this privilege 
too lightly, but the student is fo be 
cautioned that exotic words may 
be located in the dictionaries of 
the City or State libraries. (SSC’s 
jis not the only one possessing a 
dictionary, you know.) And woe- 
be-tide the young barbarian who 
is apprehended sneaking a peek 
in the Encyclopedia Brittanica or 
West's Annotated Codes, (There is 
a law library downtown.) 

No one can deny that the noise 
problem must be brought under 
control. No one can deny that 
some high school students are par- 
tially to blame. No one can deny 
that librarians are not policemen 
No one can deny, either, that this 
action, under consideration, is not 
only unfair, but that it is ridi- 
culous to the point of iniocy, 

If we would penalize the high 
school student, let us be sure we 
do not forget the “high school 
student’ who broadeasts the ri- 
gors of life in English 1A, Life 
Science 1, or German 103. I would 
wager that, if these students were 
subdued, there would be much less 
inclinatior, by others to discuss the 
social stata of Encina, McClatchy 
or Hiram Johnson. 

One possible solution would be 
to call upon the students of Sac- 
ramento State to maintain a re- 
spectful and scholarly demeanor 
within the library. Thereafter, en- 
trust policing of the library to 
them. 

A more realistic solution would 
be to employ part-time st 
assistants (if there exists students 
who would stoop to part-time em- 
ployment) and charge them with 
the supervision of the transition 
from “Hoedown in Humanities’’ to 
“Silence in Social Science.” 

It would he insisted, however, 
that the finances of the library 
could not stand the strain. This 
may be true, but what is the al- 
ternative? Single out the high 
school group as scapegoat and re- 
move it from the library? Allow 
present conditions to prevail? Turn 
the librarians into reasonable 
facsimilies of ‘‘Gangbusters’’? 

Can the irrevocable damage, 
done to innocent youngsters, to 
coliege-community relations, and 
to our own self respect, be justi- 
fied in the name of finances, or 
in the name of any rationalization, 
born of selfish, irresponsible, in- 
considerate, one-sided attitudes? 

Common sense demands that 
every student, professor, adminis- 
trator, and alumnus oppose the 
very consideration of these odi- 
ous proposals, Bod Wasgatt
